Tbc brothers De Witte humored Louis 
XIV., whose moral influence was felt by

on the Rhine which in the space of three 
mouths, had laid the pover of the United 

I Louib XIV had long been the mi my 



of the Dutch, who insulted or ridiculed 
him to their hearts' content, although it 
must be said, that they generally used 
French refugees for the mouth-piece ot 
their spite. Their national nride held 
him up as the Mithridates of the repub- 
lic. The brothers D> Witte. lliercforei 
had to strive against a double difficulty, 
—against the force of national antipathy, 
and, besides, against that feeling ol weari- 
ness which is natural to all vanquished 
people, when they hope thai a new chief 
will be able to save them from ruin and 
shame. 

This new chief, quite ready to appear 
on the political stage. and to measure him- 
self against Louis XIV., however gigan- 
tic the loriunes of the Gran.l Monarch 
loomed in the future, was William, 
Prince of Orange, son of William 1 1., and 
grandson, by his mother Mary Stuart, of 
Charles 1. of England. We have men- 
tioned him before as the person by whom 
the people expected to 6ee the oflijc of 
Siadlholder restored. 

This young man was, in 1072. twenty - 
two years of age. John De Witte, who 
was his tutor, had brought him up with 
the view of making him a goo I citizen. 
Loving his country better than he did 
Ins disciple, the master had, by the "Fer- 
pctual EJict," extinguished the hope 
which the young Prince might have en- 
tertained of one day becoming Stadlhol- 
der. Put Ood laughs at the presumption 
of man, who wants to raise and prostrate 
the powers on earth without consulting 
the King above; and the fickleness and 
caprice of the Dutch combined wiili the 
terror inspired by Louis XIV., in repeal- 
ing the "Perpetual Edict," and re-estab- 
lishing the office os Stadlholder in favor 
of William of Orange, for whom the hand 
of Providence had traced out ulterior des- 
tinies on the hidden map of the future. 

The G.-anl Pensionary bowed before 
the will of his fellow citizens; Cornelius 
De Wilte, however, was more obstinate, 
and notwith«tanding all the threats of 
death from the Orangist rabble, who be- 
sieged him in bis bouse at Dort, he stout- 
ly refused to sign the net by which the 
otli -e of Stadlholder was restored. 
Moved by the tears and entreaties of his 
wife, he ai last complied, only adding to 
his signature the two letters V. C. {XI 
Ovr<f«j), notifying thereby, that lie only 
yielded to force. 

It was a real miracle that on that day 
he escaped from the doom intended for 
him . 

John De Witte derived no advantage 
from his ready compliance with the wish- 
es of his fellow citizens. Ou'y a few day* 
after, an attempt was made to stab him, 
in which he was severely although not 
mortally wounded. 

Tiiis by no means suited the views of 
the Orange faction. The life of (he two 
brothers being a constant obstacle to their 
paaaa, they changed their tactics, and 
Vial to obtain by calumny what they had 
not been able lo effect by the aid of the 
poniard. 

How rarely docs it happen that, in the 
right moment, a great man is found to 
head the execution of vast and noble de- 
signs, but it as rarely happens, that when 
the devil's work is to be done, the mis- 
creant is not at hand, who readily and at 
once enter? upon the infamous task. 

Tiie wretched tool in this instance was 
Tyckelaer, a surgeon by profession. He 
lodged an information against Cornelius 
De Witte, setting forth 1 , that the warden 
— who, as lie had shown by the le'.ters 
added to his signature, was fuming at the 
repeal of the "perpetual EJict" — had, 
from hatred against William of Orange, 
hired an assassin to deliver the new re- 
public of its new Stadlholder; and he. 
Tyckelaer, was the person thus chosen; 
but that, horrified at the bare idea of the 
act which he was askeJ to perpetrate, he 
had preferred rather to reveal the crime 
than to commit it. 

This disclosure was.indeed.wcll calcula- 
ted to call lorth a furious outbreak among 
the Orange faction. The Altorney-Ccn- 
eral caused, on the 10th of August, 1072, 
Cornelius De Witte to be arrested, and 
the noble brother of John De Witle had, 
like the vilest crimnal, to undergo, in one 
of the apartment* of the lo-.vn prison, the 
preparatory degrees of torture, by means 
of which his judges expected to force from 
him the confession of his alleged plot 
against William of Orange. 

But Cornelius was not only possessed 
of a great mind, but also of a great heart 
He belonged to that race ol martyrs who, 
in liseolubly wedded to their political con- 
viction, as their ancestors were to their 
faith, are able to smile on paitr while 
being stretched on the rack, he recited, 
with a firm voice, and scanning the lines 
according to measure, the first strophe of 
"Justuai ac tenace.n' of Horace: anJ, 
making no confession, tired, not only the 
strength, but even the fanaticism ol" his 
executioners. 

The Judges, notwithstanding, m. quilted 
Tyckelaer from every charge, at the same 
time sentencing Cornelius to be deposed 
from all hi* offices and dignities; to pay 
a!! the costs of the trial; and to be ban- 
ished the soil of the republic forever. 

This judgment a/iinst not only an in- 
nocent, but bJm I great man, was indeed 
some gratification to the pw.ions of the 
people, to whose interest- Cornelius De 
W i 1 1 r law* always it fated Hiti-ndf: bat, 



as we shall soon see, it was not enough. 

The Athenians, who. indeed, have left 
behind them a pretty tolerable reputation 
for ingratitude, have in this respect to 
yield precedence to the Dutch. Thcv, at 
least, in the case of Aristides, contented 
themselves with banishing him . 

John De Witte, at the first 'ntimation 
of the charge brought ajainst his brother, 
had resigned his office of Grand Pension- 
ary. He, too, received a noble recom- 
pense for his devotedncss to the best in- 
terests of his country, taking uith him 
into the retirement of private life, thejha- 
tred of a host of enemies, and the fresh 
scars of wounds inflicted by assassins, on- 
ly too ofien the sole guerdon obtained by 
honesl people, who are guilty of having 
worked for their country, and of having 
forgotten their own private interests. 

In the meanwhile, William, of Orange, 
urged on the course of events by every 
means in his power, eagerly waiting for 
the time when the people, by whom he 
was idolized, should have made of the 
bodies of the brothers the two steps, over 
which he might ascend to the chair of 
Stadtholder. 

Well, then, on the Mill of August, 1072, 
as we have already stated in the begin- 
ning of this chapter, the whole town was 
crowding towards the Buitenholf, to wit- 
ness the departure of Cornelius De Witte 
from prison, as he was going to exile; 
and to see what traces the torture of the 
rack had left on the noble frame of the 
man who knew his Horace so well. 

Yet all this multitude was not crowd- 
ing to the Duitenholf with the innocent 
view of merely feasting their eyes with 
the spectacle: there were many who went 
there to play an active part in it, and to 
take upon themselves an office which they 
conceived had been badly tilled— that of 
the executioner.

holder on the Prince of Orange merely 
\'i Coart:t*. hot who also intended to have 
him assassinated?" 

"Besides which," the fierce enemies ol" 
France chimed in, "if the work were done 
well and bravely at the Hague, Cornelius 
would certainly not be allowed to go into 
exile, where he will renew his intrigues 
with Trance, and live with bis big scoun- 
drel of a brother, John, on the gold of the 
Marquis de Louvois." 

Being in such a temper, people gener- 
ally will run rather than walk; which 
was the reason why the inhabitants of the 
Hague were hurrying so fast towards the 
Buitcnhof.

"Well then don't let us allow them to 
depart I" advised one of the patriot? who 
had gained the start of the others. 

' Forward to the prison, to the prison!" 
echoed the crowd. 

Among these cries, the citizens ran 
along faster and fasier, cocking their mus- 
kets, brandishing their hatchets, and 
looking death and defiance in all direc- 
tions. 

Xo violence, however, had as yet been 
committed, and the tile of horsemen who 
wi re guarding the approaches of the Bu- 
itcnhof remained cool, unmovel, silent, 
much more threatening in their impassi- 
bility, than all this crowd of burghers, 
with their cries, their asi's'ion, and their 
threats.

They arc believed to 
be the spirits of departed sailors buried 
in the "great deep.'' Consequently they 
are held sacred by mariners. They say 
that if any person on board a ship kills 
one of these birds, some misfortune is 
sure to overtake the vessel, and at least 
one sonl irr ench bird w ill perish.
